1. Attached as Appendix "A" is a layout sketch of a nev/ site, 
construction of v/hich is ne.aring con.pletion, on the ROSTOCKER ^IDE, 
near HIiffilCHSH/iGEN (l2 Im H.N.E. of ROSTOCK). 

2. The site, vrhich is located in the vroods about 2-g Ina IT.W« of 
imiRICHSH/iGEI'I, 
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3 . Tlie entire insto-llo-tion is enclosed by a double barbed-vrire 
fence about 2 %- metres hi-'th. At present the only entro-nce is from 
the :A\RKGRi''J’EilHEIDE-HIirRicHSHAGEE road. A ne'./ly-constructed concrete 
roQ.d C!.bout 10 metres v/ide runs north from the existing road 


4. A single-track rail spur leading into the site has been completed 
and is in use. The sr'ur branches off frora the existin g ROSTOCK- 
GR-UL-LIOrITZ line .just north of HIRRICHSHAGBIT station. 
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5. The site comprises the follovring structures:- 
"A" on sketch 


A single-storiod brick building used as 0, hea,dquarter3 building. 
Russian and German military and naval personnel ore employed in the 
building. On the roof of the building are tv;o rod- type antennae, 
each about 5 metres high. In the vicinity of the building is <a 
metal lattice radio mast (point "K" on sketch) about 50 metres high. 

On top of the mast is a rotatable platform carrying a parabolic 
dish v/ith a dipole in the centre. The dipole extends about 1 metre 
from the centre of the dish. The top of the mast appears thuss- 
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barrcack blocks occupied mostly by NVA personnel, 

"C” on sketch 

A two-storied brick-built house used for the accommodation of 
Soviet officers.

A small j^ard-post for tho KYA sentries ?/ho permcmantly ma,n tho 
entranpe to tho site; 

"E" on sketch 

Location of the only road entrance to tho site, Tho entrance is 
guu\rdGd day and night by tv/o NVA guards with brown imif orms .

Five v;ooden single-storey, roughly-built sheds used for the 
aocommodation of v/orkmen employed on construction of the site. 
Kuupfgruppen personnel who v;orked and trained at the site (see 
paragraph 7 below) v;ere a.lso housed in these sheds.

Location of an area excavated in Lhiy, I96O. The area measures 
approx. 50 X 30 metros and has boon excavated to a depth of somo 
8 mo tree,

Tho northern h?i.lf of tho site is divided by ccncrete- roads into 
four o.lmcst 3 C[uare equal areas. In the centre of each area is a large 
•iroular concrete pad of about 25 metres dianotor. The S'urf.ace of 
the p^id is level with tho surroimding ground. The pads liave a 
thiclcnoss of about 4 metres of solid concrete, 

"J" on sketch 


In tho N.E, corner of. each of the four ;ireas containing the 
oonoroto pads is an ■undorgroiand concrete bunlaer. The bxmkors

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nGo-sure about 25 x 15 metros. Each bunker bis a depth of sono 2 
metres, and the roof of the bunker is tv/o niotres below ground, i.o. 
tho original excavation vais four metros deop,- Each bunkor' has s,n 
ontrancG at tha north end only.

Location of tho radio mast. (See midor "A" abovo)

T\70 very largo underground bunkers h.ivo been completed at theee 
points. The bunkers have o,pproxinate dimensions 20Q x 15 metres x 
7-8 metres deep. The roof of eacli bunlcer is at least 1 reetre b9low 
ground. Each bunker is entered frore tho vrest end, where nev/ly 
constructed concrete roads approx. 10 metres wide lead directly 
below cyound into the bunliers. The interior of each bunlcer has an 
arched roof v/hich is net supported by pillars .

Tho terminal of the rail spur described in paragraph 4 above. 
"N" on sketch '■ ' 


A square area nonsuring qpprox. 300 x 300 metres has bean cleared 
of trees at uhis point, but no construction v;ork lias yet taken place. 

"P" on sketch 

T-wc firing ranges, one for pistcls and one for rifles and machine- 
pisti:.ls. Tho ranges are believed to date from Wehraacht days. They 
are in current use for small-arms firing practice at the installation. 


"Q" on skotch 

Tijo concrete roads,, each approx. 10 raotros v/ide, under construction. 
Tho roads le.ad in tho direction of the Bo,ltic coast. 

"R" on skotch 

Boublo barbod-v;ire fence approx. 2-|- notros high. Only tho portion . 
of fencing running parallel with the ilARKGRAl'EMEOE - HIMICHSHAGER 
road is shown on the sketch; in fact the whole installation is 
enclosed by simil'ar fencing. 

6. The whole area of tho installation is surrounded and divided 
up by 10 metre wide concrete roads (heavy black lines on sketch). 

At all junctions .and cross-roads, the roads have been widened to penait 
a broad turning-cir«le. All roads have been completed except the two 
marked "Q" on the atto^ched sketch. 

7. During the period 2l3t February - l6th May, I960, Kampfgruppon

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leadors frOa tho Bozirks-loitung of the SEl in ROSTOCK woro assigned 
ti.' the installation for a pori'jd of trn.ining. The KaBpfgruppen 
loaders (Kanpfgruppenkoanandeure) wore under tho c; oQuand of VoPo 
G.aptain Horst SALEWSKI, Training includod lectures on tactics, 
strategy a,nd politics, (?,s well as practica.1 training in snall-arns 
handling. The training eas organised and controlled by Ru3si.an 
officers wearing black shculdorboards vrith red piping, luring the 
training period, soae 20 Russian officers and 30 athor ranks woro 
statienod a,t the site. 

Ab>,ut one-third of the total training period vras spent in 
organising v;ork-p,arties of I'TVA troops and Geruan civilians. Most of 
the v/crk consisted of tidying-up builders' rubble, luring April, 
one of the largo bimkors raarkod "L" ;:n the sketch (the more southerly 
one) was completely cleared of building ixatorials and rubble, but 
no equipment \.v.3 installed. Work also included camouflage 'painting 
of some of the buildings. All buildings at tho site are painted with 
green and brcvm camouflage paint. 

P^sical security of the site 

8. As already stated, tho entire site is surrounded by a double 
bcjrbed-\7ire fence. Ploodlii;^ts are mounted on poles at 25 metro 
intervals, and the installation is floodlit at night. Two KVA guards 
are peri..a,nently on duty at tho rain entrance, and other guards patrol 
the perimeter, 11 o v/codon fencing is used, since the area is svtf- 
ficiontly hea.vily wooded t"! prevent p:assors-by seeing anything of the 
uistallation itself. Shrubs are being planted in rind ar-und the 
installation and, as reported ab.vo, the buildings berra:' camouflage 
paint . 


Rail transport to site 


9. At 2500 hours on 16 th March .I960, a Russian ra,il transport 

arrived at ROSTOCK goods station. The train c mprisod the follov;ingi- 25X1 


Approx. 50 flats, e.ach co^rryina tvro vehicles. 


10 flats with sheeted dorm Icofls. The flats had wooden side 
supports and the loads v/ere c. npletely sheeted djvm, Tho load, 
"which was flat-topped, noa,surod approx, 10 metres x 3 metros x 
3 metros, 

10. The majority of the vehicles i/ere off-loaded and driven off in 
the direction of the Ulnens trass e barracks in ROSTOCK (BS 5481). The 
ten sheeted— dov/n flats "were .shunted into a siding, and subsequently 
transported separately along the rail spur (see paragraph 4 above) 
into the HIURIOHSHAGM installation. The loads v/ere transferred " 
under cover of darlcness and under IWA guard? part of the loads 
•were taken directly into the two large bunlcers adjacent to the 
railhead? the rest of the load was concealed under the nearby trees.
